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BCBC refuses to confirm or deny 
£100,000 ‘compensation’ for walkway 
disruption to Ogmore fishing rights 

MYSTERY OVER 
THE COUNCIL’S 
BIG PAY-OUT TO 
TOWN ANGLERS 


A SECRET pay¬ 
ment has been 
made by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council to the 
Ogmore Anglers’ 
Association 
(OAA). 

No details of how 
much is involved or why 
the payment has been 
made have been dis¬ 
closed by the council to 
The GEM, despite 
repeated questioning, 
because of a ‘gagging’ 
order made by the courts. 

But The GEM has dis¬ 
covered through use of 
the Freedom of 
Information procedures 
that the council has paid 
more than £26,000 to 
counsel to represent it. 
This is on top of the sum 
actually paid out to the 
OAA. 

The council has con¬ 
firmed to The GEM, fol¬ 
lowing our two Freedom 
of Information requests, 
that it has paid an “appro¬ 
priate” sum to the 
anglers, in recognition of 
their property rights, 

But it says that the 
details of the court pro¬

ceedings are secret 
because of a confiden¬ 
tiality clause imposed by 
a court order. 

The transaction will 
be included in the coun¬ 
cil’s statement of 
accounts when they go to 
audit, but the council has 
refused to confirm or 
deny that the sum 
involved exceeds 

£ 100 , 000 . 

The council has also 
refused to say why it has 
had to pay the money to 
the anglers, although The 
GEM understands that it 
involves the installation 
of the river walkway and 
footbridge, which caused 
disruption to their fishing 
rights along this stretch 
of river. 

The angling associa¬ 
tion is, so The GEM 
understands, unable to 
disclose any detail of this 
settlement to any outside 
parties because of the 
court order. 

After further questions 
from The GEM, asking 
about when the court 
case was held, we were 
told that there was no 
court case and that the 


case was resolved before 
the trial and that agree¬ 
ment was then included 
in a consent order made 
by the court. 

We asked who had 
requested the confiden¬ 
tiality clause and were 
told that both parties had 
agreed to this. 

When asked what con¬ 
stituted an “appropriate 
sum”, the council stated 
that it was an amount 
based on the advice of a 
QC and expert property 
witness. 

When pressed about 
how the anglers’ property 
rights were violated, the 
council said that this 
information was confi¬ 
dential and could not be 
disclosed. 

The Freedom of 
Information request was 
rejected because to dis¬ 
close the information 
would constitute con¬ 
tempt of court. 

The GEM has this 
week received a response 
to our further questions 
on this: We asked how 
much the case has cost 
council taxpayers in legal 
fees and have been told 


that fees to counsel 
amounted to £26,150. 

All other matters relat¬ 
ing to OAA were dealt 
with by the council’s 
own legal section. 

The council refused to 
answer a question about 
why it had agreed to a 
confidentiality clause 
when public money was 
involved and whether or 
not it was done to save 
embarrassment to the 
council because proce¬ 
dures were not correctly 
followed. 

The issue has been 
raised this week at the 
council meeting by Coun 
Ken Watts of Porthcawl, 
who has asked a series of 
written questions about 
why the council has been 
forced to pay out public 
money and why it agreed 
to a gagging clause. 

He has also asked how 
this item will be listed in 
the council’s accounts at 
the end of the financial 
year. 

He was due to get his 
answer as The GEM was 
going to press on 
Wednesday afternoon.

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Man escapes jail term 
after partner forgives 
him for ‘vicious attack’ 


A pregnant woman 
was the victim of a 
“sustained vicious 
assault” at the 
hands of her part¬ 
ner in the car park 
of a Bridgend pub. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that 34-year-old 
Clair Palfrey told the 
police: “Til never for¬ 
give him for this.” 

But this week she 
stood in the witness box 
and told Judge 
Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones: “He is now a dif¬ 
ferent man, completely 
supportive, we hope to 
get married soon”. 

Kenneth Pope (36) of 
Bridgend, had admitted 
causing her actual bodily 
harm. 

He was sentenced to 
eight months imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years, made subject to 
an 18-month supervision 
order and directed to 
attend a domestic abuse 
programme.

Said the Judge: “I find 
female instincts very 
mysterious. You carried 
out what was a sustained 
and vicious attack, but 
you seem to have put 
right some of your prob¬ 
lems. 

“If you come back 
here, there won’t be 
another chance.” 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the cou¬ 
ple went to a pub on 
February 13, having 
been together four or 
five months, and Miss 
Palfrey was 15 weeks 
pregnant with his child . 

They left the pub in 
Coity Road and in the 
car park, Pope ’s mood 
changed and he chal¬ 
lenged the parentage of 
the unborn child. 

Miss Palfrey became 
upset, was pushed 
against the wall and fell 
to the ground. 

Pope said he was 
going to kill himself. 


When she said the 
relationship was over, it 
made matters worse and 
he grabbed her by the 
throat, punched her sev¬ 
eral times and kneed her 
in the abdomen. 

“She lost conscious¬ 
ness and came to, to find 
Pope on top of her, say¬ 
ing: “I love you to bits”. 

People heard her hys¬ 
terical screams and pleas 
for help and saw Pope 


flee from the scene. 

She was treated for 
her injuries at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

Miss Palfrey told the 
court that at the time 
Pope was very drunk. 

She said: “He has 
changed completely and 
has been tested negative 
for drugs and alcohol.” 

Said his defence 
counsel, Hugh Wallace, 
“He has shown more 
than remorse.”

(food) bugs’ 
- warning 


RESIDENTS are 
being warned about 
the dangers of food 
poisoning, especial¬ 
ly during the barbe¬ 
cue and picnic sea¬ 
son. 

With 120,000 extra 
cases of illness recorded 
across the UK when the 
weather is warmest, the 
county borough’s public 
protection team have 
been touring local com- 
prehensives to tell stu¬ 
dents about the impor¬ 
tance of good food 
hygiene both indoors and 
out! 

Phillip Stanton, 
BCBC’s service manager 
for environmental health, 
said: “Last year, our pub¬ 
lic protection department 
received 176 confirmed 
cases of food poisoning 
with an increase in the 
summer months. This 
year, we again expect to 
see the number of cases 


reported to us going up as 
the weather gets warmer 
and eating outside 
become more frequent. 

“Our presentations to 
some local comprehen¬ 
sive schools have gone 
really well and we hope 
they’ll pass on some of 
our food safety tips to 
their families, too. 

“We’ve also held a 
food safety display in 
Bridgend Library, which 
will now move on to the 
council’s Civic Offices at 
the beginning of July - so 
we hope visitors will take 
a look and find out the 
simple common-sense 
steps they can take to 
avoid getting ill. 

“Storing, handling and 
cooking food properly 
will all minimise the risk, 
especially during the bar¬ 
becue season.” 

The food safety display 
is at the Civic Offices in 
Angel Street from July 5- 
9.

She said the sign 
already there, which is 
worded in legal jargon, 
would not be understood 
by children. She suggest¬ 
ed putting a new sign 
saying “No ball games” 
which would be easier 
for the PCS Os to enforce. 

“Children would 
clearly see and under¬ 
stand that sign,” she 
added. 

Coun Chris Smart said 
that the council should be 
careful. He said: “I lived 
there for years myself 
and if little children are 
playing, there’s no harm. 
It is the bigger ones who 
kick the balls into gar¬ 
dens, but we do not want 
to be too heavy handed. 


“Sometimes, little tod¬ 
dlers are playing . We do 
not want to become a 
police state.” 

Coun Gerald Davies 
said that in the past, there 
had been full-scale foot¬ 
ball matches involving 
young men and they 
caused a lot of distur¬ 
bance not only to resi¬ 
dents but to others enjoy¬ 
ing the recreation of the 
green. 

“The police will use 
their discretion - they are 
not going to worry about 
a five-year-old but we 
needed the sign original¬ 
ly to give them the 
authority to step in.” 

Coun Norah Clarke 
said she queried the need 
for the new sign. 

“We are becoming a 
sign-infested state. 
Everywhere you go there 
are signs. We are very 
negative.” 

She said that they 
should leave things as 
they were: “We should 
have no more signs.” 

It was agreed to allow 
the police to use their 
discretion if they see chil¬ 
dren playing ball.

“Port Talbot lifeboat 
was launched to assist 
the first casualty vessel 
and Porthcawl lifeboat 
was launched to assist 
the yacht that was bound 
for Porthcawl. The sea 
conditions on Sunday 
were rough and a force 5 
to 6 wind caught many 
mariners out. 

“One of the crew on 
board the yacht had a 
medical condition that 
would need attention in 
the next hour or two. 

“The lifeboat reached 
the yacht in a short time 
and helmsman Simon 
Emms made the decision 
to evacuate the crew 
member. 

“Helicopter Rescue 
169 from RAF Chivenor 
was in the vicinity and 
was requested to airlift 
the crewman to shore.” 

Porthcawl Lifeboat 
towed the yacht safely 
back to Porthcawl har¬ 
bour a few hours later, 
where the fouled pro¬ 
peller was repaired. The 
helicopter landed at Salt 
Lake car park, where the 
airlifted casualty was 
delivered safely to local 
Coastguards, who were 
then able to get him to his 
required medication. 

Phil Missen, lifeboat 
operations manager at 
Porthcawl, said: “Only a 
few weeks earlier, the 
RAF helicopter had exer¬ 
cised with our lifeboat in 
the Porthcawl area offer¬ 
ing valuable training 
which was put to good 
use on this particular call 
out.”

A report from BCBC 
revealed that each of the

from outside bodies like 
the Sports Council, 
Cymorth, Change 4 Life 
and the Free Swimming 
Initiative. 

The borough council 
will also put some money 
of its own into the 
schemes, together with 
the contributions from 
town and community 
councils.

Council finds 
new loo will 
cost too much! 


THE cost of 
installing a self¬ 
cleaning toilet in 
Porthcawl has been 
described by 

Porthcawl council 
leader David Deere 
as prohibitive. 

Instead, the council is 
to seek other options to 
increase the number of 
public toilets available in 
the resort. 

The capital projects 
committee has asked the 
clerk to make further 
enquiries from different 
companies supplying 
such toilets and submit a 
further report. 

Coun Deere told the 
full council that the costs 
quoted were not afford¬ 
able, especially as the 
council would have had 
to sign up for a long term 
agreement. The toilets 
worked out at £15,000 a 
year, plus water charges. 

He said that the coun¬ 
cil was now looking at 
the possibility of siting a 
toilet in the Beach Road 


area at Newton - towards 
the Trecco Bay end. 

“We should keep all 
the options open but we 
are not turning our back 
on trying to provide 
some toilets,” he said. 
“But so far, they have not 
been affordable.” 

Coun Gerald Davies 
welcomed the statement 
and said that there was a 
cafe at Beach Road 
which had toilets. He 
referred to the scheme 
already in place in the 
borough to pay cafes, 
pubs and restaurants to 
open up their toilet facil¬ 
ities to the public. 

“Services like this are 
often better provided 
through a joint approach 
with businesses,” he said. 

“To provide one self¬ 
cleaning toilet some¬ 
where is not going to 
make us any more popu¬ 
lar with visitors. We must 
provide this service in a 
more cost-effective 
way.” 
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NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

Who ya gonna call? 

Swarmbusters! 


SWARMS! They 
seem to be the 
order of the day so 
far. 

From the latter part of 
May until the present 
date, Barbara and myself 
have received many calls 
relating to swarms. 

Some we have collected 
and passed on to others, 
especially those new to 
beekeeping who are very 
keen to get a hives/hives 
established. 

Two I have retained 
for myself to increase 
the number of hives at 
Fonmon Apiary, as I 
intend to get back to 
around 10-15 hives. 

We did, of course, 
arrive too late at some 
sites and the bees had 
moved on. A recent 
swarm which was on the 
ground and looked for 
all the world like a cow- 
pat and, to my mind 
should have given us 
some problems to col¬ 
lect, did, in fact, prove 
to be easy. 

Barbara covered them 
with an upturned skep 
(straw basket) placing a 
stone under one edge, 
gave them a light spray 
with water and bingo! 
they obligingly went up 
into the skep, all within 
10 minutes. 

The skep was turned 
the right way up and a 
net (curtain material) 
was secured across the 
top and it was delivered 
to a very pleased begin¬ 
ner. 

Swarms are, of 
course, a perfectly natu¬ 
ral part of the honey¬ 
bee’s life cycle and, 
much as we beekeepers 
try to prevent it happen¬ 
ing, we are not always 
successful, as is evident 
by the recent dashing 
hither and thither by 
Barbara and myself. 

Beekeepers can and 
do carry out various 
manipulations in an 
effort to deceive the bees 
into thinking they have 
swarmed and, in so

bees or the hoped for 
honey crop. 

Barbara and myself 
are managing five differ¬ 
ent sites of bees plus 
helping a number of 
beginners with their 
hives, leading inevitably 
to some hives not being 
looked at in the proper 
time frame, conse¬ 
quence! Swarming takes 
place. 

However, all is not 
lost. The hive which has 
swarmed does still have: 
bees, sealed brood (bees 
which are waiting to 
hatch out) and of course 
queen-cells, one of 
which is going to 
emerge, taking the place 
of the old queen which 
departed with the 
swarm. 

Once a queen has 
emerged, any other 
queen-cells in the hive 
will be destroyed by the 
bees or the new queen, 
only one queen per hive 
is the norm. 

It will be some weeks 
before the new queen 
gets her act together and 
starts laying eggs and 
returning the hive to nor¬ 
mality. The beekeeper, 
of course, loses out on 
the honey crop as the 
departing swarm loaded 
themselves up with 
honey to provide them 
with energy for the next 
few days while they 


organise their new home, 
wherever that may be. 

The queen-raising 
course that Barbara and I 
attended a short while 
ago will see us putting 
into practice what we 
have learned. Should a 
hive somehow not have 
a queen (she may have 
died or the beekeeper 
may have inadvertently 
damaged or killed her 
when carrying out hive 
inspections) the bees 
will proceed to put 
things in order by mak¬ 
ing queen-cells. The bee¬ 
keeper can take advan¬ 
tage of this situation and 
induce the bees to make 
many more cells, which 
can then be used to 
make up new hives. 

Should our efforts 
produce the desired 
results, a future article 
describing the method in 
more detail will be 
undertaken. 

Some honey has been 
taken off the Fonmon 
bees (rape) but due to 
the easterly breezes 
which were ever present 
throughout May, a defi¬ 
nite check on the bees’ 
activity was very evident 
but, the months to come 
may well redress the bal¬ 
ance, and I (and the 
bees) will benefit from 
hoped for summer 
weather.

Car 
seats 
tested 
free of 
charge 

AS part of Child 
Safety Week, par¬ 
ents can have their 
child’s seat checked 
and tested at Tesco, 
Cowbridge Road, 
Bridgend between 
9am-4pm on June 
24-25. 

“The aim of the event 
is to raise public aware¬ 
ness about the lack of 
protection provided by 
an unsuitable or badly 
fitted car seat, and how 
with just a little extra 
knowledge, parents and 
carers can ensure the 
future safety of their chil¬ 
dren while they travel,” 
said a BCBC spokes¬ 
woman. 

“The council’s experts 
will carry out the checks, 
which are completely 
free of charge, and take 
just 10 minutes to com¬ 
plete. The law says that 
all children under 135cm 
(about 4ft 5in) in height 
who are under 12 years 
old, must use an appro¬ 
priate baby seat, child car 
seat or booster seat - 
even on short journeys.” 

Last year, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
recorded an 80 per cent 
failure rate for those 
seats that were checked 
by expert testers. 

Of the 101 seats that 
were tested, nearly a 
quarter were found to 
have major faults such as 
the seats being incorrect¬ 
ly fitted, while nearly 
half had some form of 
minor fault. 

Deputy Leader of 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council, Coun 
David Sage, said: “Child 
Safety Week aims to help 
people understand the 
real risks to children and 
the simple changes 
which can reduce those 
risks - so that children 
and young people can 
enjoy safer, healthier, 
more active lives. 

“Bridgend County 
Borough Council is 
actively supporting this 
by putting on our free 
seat testing event. As an 
authority we want to 
raise public awareness 
about the lack of protec¬ 
tion provided by an 
unsuitable or badly fitted 
car seat. With just a little 
extra knowledge parents 
can ensure their children 
are safe during car jour¬ 
neys and hopefully these 
checks will help prevent 
injuries resulting from 
accidents in the future.”

A challenge for professionals and a welcome for beginn 



The Ryder Cup will 
put Wales on the 
world golfing map 


T HE arrival 
of the Ryder 
Cup in 

Wales is arguably 
the biggest sport¬ 
ing event ever to 
hit the 
Principality. 

The Commonwealth 
Games in 1958 was big, 
but that was when TV 
was in its infancy, so 
only spectators near 
Cardiff could see much 
of the action. 

The Rugby World 
Cup is a contender, but 
when it comes to TV 
viewers, the American 
and European audiences 
who follow golf will 
almost certainly make 
the Ryder Cup the 
biggest. 

This massive TV 
audience, of course, 
offers Wales the ulti¬ 
mate PR platform to 
make foreign viewers 
aware of our history, 
our heritage, the natural 
beauty of our coastline 
and mountains, and the 
variety of excellent golf 
courses here. 

The centrepiece of 
the TV coverage will be 
the 2010 stadium 
course at Celtic Manor, 
just outside Newport, 
built with £16 million 
from Wales’ computer 
technology billionaire, 
Sir Terry Matthews - 
and it is a course built 
absolutely with the 
Ryder Cup in mind. 

The European Tour 
played the 2010 course 


by PHILIP IRWIN 


recently at the Wales 
Open and it was clear 
that spectators should 
have plenty of eagles 
and birdies to cheer. 

The course has been 
described as a ‘high 
risk - high reward’ lay¬ 
out, particularly suited 
to match play. 

Someone one down 
on the 377-yard par 
four 15th, for instance, 
can choose to cut the 
comer and go for the 
green. Wales’ Rhys 
Davies did so and holed 
the eagle putt on his 
way to a last round 62. 

However, such fire¬ 
works were not enough 
as Irishman Graeme 
McDowell held on to 
win with a 63! 

The course has been 
designed with the Ryder 
Cup in mind in another 
way. The event is 
unusual in that, on the 
first two days, there are 
only four matches out 
on the course at any 
one time - four morn¬ 
ing foursomes and four 
afternoon fourballs. 

This means that the 
expected 45,000 specta¬ 
tors each day could end 
up fighting to see any¬ 
thing. To counter this, 
huge viewing banks 
have been created on 
several of the holes, 
including the 16th, 17th 
and 18th, where the 
drama should be most 
intense. 

The Celtic Manor 
Resort’s director of 


golf, Jim McKenzie, 
said: “This is the first 
golf course in Ryder 
Cup history to be pur¬ 
pose-built for the event. 
It has been constructed 
since we won the bid to 
stage the event back in 
2001 . 

“We have been able 
to build in challenges 
specifically for the 
match play drama of 
the Ryder Cup - with 
drivable par fours, 
reachable par fives, 
tests of strategy, and 


penalising water haz¬ 
ards.” 

The Roman remains 
at nearby Caerleon pro¬ 
vide a historical back¬ 
drop that you can’t find 
on any American 
course, and Carleon has 
its own modest 
amphitheatre. 

It is pushing it a bit 
to call the modern 
goffer a ‘gladiator’ - 
after all, no one dies 
when they miss the cut 
- but the 2010 course at 
Celtic Manor will be its 
own amphitheatre for 
this golfing special 
drama. 


Is Europe as excited 
about the Ryder Cup 
as we are in Wales? 

Who better to ask 
than a local young 
man, LEON MARKS, 
who has been work¬ 
ing as a golf profes¬ 
sional in Europe for 
the past seven years?

HEN I 
was asked 
if I could 
write a piece for a 
newspaper back 
home about how 
the people in main¬ 
land Europe are 
viewing the Ryder 
Cup and its venue, 
it made me think 
back to when I 
grew up in 
Porthcawl, and 
played golf as a 
junior at Pyle and 
Kenfig. 

I later worked at the 
Royal Porthcawl, 
Lakeside and then 
returned to P&K to fin¬ 
ish my PGA qualifica¬ 
tions. 

After qualifying, I 
moved to the 
Netherlands for a year 
before settling in 
Luxembourg. 

Luxembourg is prob¬ 
ably one of the most 
cosmopolitan places in 
the world where speak¬ 
ing just four languages 
is average. 


However, there are 
few Welsh people here, 
so I am seen as an 
expert on Celtic Manor 
by the locals, and all the 
keen goffers are con¬ 
stantly asking me about 
the Ryder Cup, and 
about Wales. 

Interest was so great 
that I decided to arrange 
for a small group of 
golfers to visit Wales, 
playing Royal 
Porthcawl and Pyle and 
Kenfig and staying 
overnight in the Fairway 
Hotel in Porthcawl. 

For players in land¬ 
locked Luxembourg, 
where they are used to 
parkland courses, they 
found the two Porthcawl 
links courses a real chal¬ 
lenge. 

Then it was on to 
Newport and the 2010 
course, where we stayed 
in the Celtic Manor 
Hotel. 

All I can say is, they 
loved the two-day golf¬ 
ing experience.. 

They appreciated the 
2010 course more 
knowing that it’s a 
matchplay event with 
such risk and reward. 

I must say that I had 
a 10-footer on the par 
four 15th for an eagle, 
which I believe will be a 
signature hole there in 
this tournament. 

How do mainland 
Europe see the Ryder 
Cup? Well, I was told 
by my members how 
fantastic the course 
looked on TV for the 
Welsh Open. 

I will be lucky enough 
to be at Celtic Manor 
watching, and I know 
that golf club members 
in Luxembourg will be 
watching excitedly.

It did get a boost 
when Alice Cooper 
owned up to playing off 
a five handicap, but 
good old Vince (his real 
name) was the excep¬ 
tion. 

However, the thrill of 
seeing the Ryder Cup 
come to Wales has 
inspired Penarth-bom 
Martyn Joseph to ‘come 
out’ as a golfer and com¬ 
pose a special song for 
the Celtic Manor show¬ 
down. 

Martyn, who has a 
well-established reputa¬ 
tion as a serious and ver¬ 
satile singer songwriter, 
and has even been called 
the ‘Welsh Springsteen’, 
has written ‘On This 
Celtic Morning’, about 
the USA v Europe clash. 

All those teenage 
years playing on the 
excellent 

Glamorganshire Golf 
Club, combined with the 
imminent arrival of the 
Ryder Cup, meant that 
he coiuld hide his secret 
passion no longer. 

Martyn’s first per¬ 
formance was at a star- 
studded event in Cardiff 
last Friday night (June 
18) when Ian Woosnam, 
Wales’s only major golf 
winner, was enrolled 
into the revered Welsh 
Sports Hall of Fame. 

A winner himself of 
the BBC Welsh Music 
Awards ‘Best Male 
Artist’, Martyn took to 
the stage at the Mercure 
Holland House Hotel 
event to give the first 
live performance of ‘On 
this Celtic Morning’. 

Martyn, who at 17 
became the youngest 
ever club champion at 
Glamorganshire Golf 
Club (a record he still 
holds), said of the song: 
“I have often effused 
about my love affair 
with the ancient game of 
golf. 

“It’s a sport I have 
played as best as I could 
since I was 10 years old 
and if you “get it” then 
you know how all con¬ 
suming it is. 

“With the Ryder Cup 
coming to Wales for the 
first time, I found myself 
toying with a few lyrical 
ideas that eventually 
became this song.” 

He set himself the 
challenge of embracing 
the unique spirit of the 
game, and it is hopefully 
an acknowledgement of 
the past, as well as the 
amazing skills of today’s 
top golfers. 

He has now released a 
video of the song, which 
salutes past and present 
golfing greats from Tiger 
Woods to Bernhard 
Langer, Jack Nicklaus 


and Seve Ballesteros. 

A free download of 
the song is also available 
from his website at 
www. martynjoseph.com 

Certainly, with 
Martyn’s credentials, the 
song was never going to 
be a Chas and Dave sin- 
galong. 

MOJO magazine 
called him “a challeng¬ 
ing songwriter and com¬ 
pelling and courageous 
live performer” and the 
BBC’s Bob Harris 
praised the “outstanding 
lyrical intelligence” of 
his songs. 

However, Martyn told 
The GEM that during his 
teens, the only thing in 
his mind was making a 
career as a pro goffer. 

At just 15, he was 
playing off a handicap of 
one and competed in the 
British Amateur, British 
Youths and British Boys 


championships in the 
70s and early 80s. 

During that time he also 
reached the last eight of 
the Welsh Amateur 
Championships. 

He said: “My father 
subsidised me and for 
two years I played the 
top amateur events, 
looking to make a name 
for myself and perhaps 
attract a sponsor so that I 
could turn pro.” 

He did well, but he 
also realised how many 
talented players were out 
there trying to make it. 
The crunch, said Martyn, 
probably came at the 
Royal Porthcawl. 

He explained: “The 
Epson tournament was at 
the Royal, and I tried to 
pre-qualify for it. 

Playing well enough to 
just get into the tourna¬ 
ment was tough. 

“I was on the practice 


ground, alongside a 
number of guys who had 
to pre-qualify for each 
event, and they were 
making their way from 
event to event in camper 
vans. 

“They were all class 
goffers and they were 
struggling to make it. 

“One of them was Ian 
Woosnam!” 

Martyn decided it 
was time to look for a 
new direction in life - 
and music beckoned. 

Martyn reflected: 
“Although golf doesn’t 
have a high profile in 
music, quite a lot of fig¬ 
ures do play 

“There’s Alice 
Cooper, Huey Lewis, the 
drummer from 
Aerosmith and the list 
goes on. 

“In fact, golf was use¬ 
ful in promoting my 
career. On tour in 
America my manage¬ 
ment would have me out 
on the golf course in the 
morning playing with 
radio station bosses, as a 
way of introducing me!” 

There is still, 
inevitably, a side of 
Martyn that would like 
to have made that career 
in golf. 

He said: “In golf, you 
are as good as your 
scorecard - simple as 
that. 

“Music, on the other 
hand, is a little more 
prone to fashion and to 
subjective judgements.”

WATERSPORT CENTRE 

Tesco to kick- 
start Porthcawl 
regeneration 


THE question that 
everyone in 

Porthcawl has 
been asking has 
finally been 

answered - and 
it’s Tesco! 

Ever since the lat¬ 
est plan for 
Porthcawl regener¬ 
ation was 

announced, it has 
been known that the 
first stage would 
include a supermar¬ 
ket on Hillsboro 
Place. 

The question was 
- which onel 

Yesterday evening, 
the official announce¬ 
ment by Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC) 

revealed that it was 
Tesco - who are going to 


build a “superstore”. 

Further details were 
revealed, including the 
creation of a watersports 
centre, and the intention 
to “market” Jennings 
Building. 

Joint venture compa¬ 
ny Chelverton Deeley 
Freed has been selected 
as the preferred develop¬ 
er for phase one of the 
scheme. 

This will focus on 
Salt Lake and Hillsboro 
Place, and will include 
the creation of the new 
Tesco superstore. 

As well as the super¬ 
store, the phase one 
plans will also deliver: 

• A link to Dock 
Street and the town cen¬ 
tre, featuring new 
shops. 

• New car parking 
facilities. 

• New landscaped 
public spaces. 


• Changes to the 
existing highway sys¬ 
tem. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “The development 
will be the first stage in 
the regeneration of the 
waterfront area and will 
allow other key phases 
to progress - including 
land that has been 
reserved for leisure use 
in the area around the 
lower part of Salt Lake 
Car Park, and Jennings 
Building, which will be 
marketed to potential 
developers later this 
year. 

“Future phases will 
also include residential 
development along the 
Eastern Promenade and 
new community provi¬ 
sion on sites near the 
existing Portway round¬ 
about. 

“A number of bids 
were received for the 
retail development from 


potential developers and 
all were subject to a rig¬ 
orous selection process 
which was conducted 
according to non-prefer- 
ential European rules, 
guidelines and 

timescales.” 

The spokesman con¬ 
tinued: “While the selec¬ 
tion of Chelverton 
Deeley Freed is current¬ 
ly subject to contracts 
being exchanged and the 
obtaining of all relevant 
planning permissions, 
BCBC and its phase one 
partners believe that the 
developer and its back¬ 
ers, Tesco, are best- 
placed to benefit both 
this element of the 
regeneration scheme and 
the community of 
Porthcawl.” 

Coun Mel Nott, 
Leader of BCBC, said: 
“The announcement that 
a developer has been 
selected for phase one of

Regeneration Strategy is 
fantastic news and is 
particularly welcome in 
the current economic 
climate. 

“It comes at a time 
when a high number of 
regeneration schemes in 
other areas have fal¬ 
tered, with some grind¬ 
ing to a complete halt. 

“The level of interest 
expressed by private 
sector developers in this 
scheme is a positive sign 
which demonstrates that 
there is a strong desire to 
invest in Porthcawl. 

’’This will strengthen 
and improve 

Porthcawl’s reputation 
as a commercial centre 
and tourist destination.” 

Porthcawl is also set 
to become a hub for 
watersports after BCBC 
and Visit Wales con¬ 
firmed funding towards 
a £3 million scheme 
based at Porthcawl 
Harbour and Rest Bay 
that will link in with the 
wider Swansea Bay 
area. 

The harbour scheme 
will see new engineering 
works and a refurbish¬ 
ment of the dock, new 
pontoons, extra berths 
for leisure and commer¬ 
cial boats and the instal¬ 
lation of a new lock 
gate, which will ensure 
that a permanent body of 
water can be retained in 
the dock basin. 

The project will also 
create new facilities at 
Rest Bay including 
showers, easier beach 
access, lockers and 
improved security. 

One of only three 


coastal projects in Wales 
to receive approval, the 
bid was a joint applica¬ 
tion between BCBC and 
the City and County of 
Swansea. 

The spokesman said: 
“The watersports centre 
of excellence will com¬ 
plement the overall 
regeneration strategy for 
Porthcawl and establish 
the harbour area as a 
central part of the water¬ 
front regeneration pro¬ 
posals.” 

As part of the centre 
of excellence, BCBC 
and its partners are seek¬ 
ing to establish a new 
“adrenaline and water¬ 
sports festival”. 

Talks with potential 
organisers are currently 
taking place about 
developing an annual 
event that will extend 
the traditional tourist 
season, increase 

PorthcawTs reputation 


as a popular visitor des¬ 
tination and boost trade 
and the local economy. 

Coun David Sage, 
deputy leader for 
BCBC, said: 

“This is an exciting 
time for Porthcawl and 
is the culmination of a 
lot of hard work that will 
serve to act as a catalyst 
for further regeneration. 

“The announcement 
of a phase one developer 
and the watersports cen¬ 
tre of excellence project 
are a major boost for the 
town and the wider 
county borough. 

“As well as bringing a 
great deal of investment 
into the town, these 
schemes also form 
important stepping 
stones in our efforts to 
deliver a long-term sus¬ 
tainable future for the 
community of 

Porthcawl.” 

The GEM asked 


Coun Sage about the use 
of the word “marketing” 
in relation to Jennings 
Building. 

A group of local 
artists recently put for¬ 
ward a plan to create an 
arts centre there, while 
local historian Keith E 
Morgan has approached 
Porthcawl Town 

Council with a proposal 
that a maritime museum 
should be created there. 

Museums and arts 
centres, though, are 
rarely self-financing, 
and with local govern¬ 
ment cuts in the offing, 
BCBC may prefer a 
purely commercial 
arrangement. 

However, Coun Sage 
said that nothing was 
being ruled out at this 
stage when it came to 
the future of Jennings 
Building.

HISTORIC MARKET STILL 
REMAINS THE FOCAL 
POINT OF TOWN CENTRE 


B RIDGEND’S 
historic mar¬ 
ket traces its 
origins back to the 
Middle Ages, when 
a charter was 
granted, which 
gave it protection 
from other mar¬ 
kets being set up 
within a radius of 
six miles. 

At that time, 
Bridgend was a small 
town on both banks 
of the river Ogmore 
which were linked by 
the old stone bridge 
- a prominent fea¬ 
ture throughout the 
town’s history. 

The town contin¬ 
ued like this for 
many years, with 
farmers bringing in 
their produce and 
their animals to 


trade from the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Well, the cattle 
market is long gone, 
but the town’s char¬ 
ter market is flour¬ 
ishing in the market 
hall at the Rhiw 
Centre. 

While Bridgend 
has changed out of 
all recognition from 
the town it was even 
30 years ago, one 
thing has remained 
constant - the choice 
and value available 
to shoppers at the 
indoor market. 

The market is the 
focal point of old 
Bridgend - the last 
remnant of the days 
when the town boast¬ 
ed a choice of fresh 
food shops. 

With one or two 
exceptions, these 


Council’s praise 
for residents’ 
recycling efforts 


ONE week after new 
waste and recycling 
collections were

Coun John Spans wick, 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munities, said: 

“Bridgend County 
Borough Council takes 
the subject of recycling 
and waste very seriously 
and we are passionate 
about creating a cleaner 
and greener borough for 
the residents of today and 
tomorrow. 

“It’s clear from this 


week that residents are 
more than ready to play 
their part and we want to 
thank them for their 
patience and co-opera¬ 
tion, as we know this has 
meant a big adjustment 
for households. 

“We have been work¬ 
ing hard to help residents 
understand what they 
now need to do. 

“It has also been an 
adjustment for those col¬ 
lecting the recycling and 
waste and they have been 
working exceptionally 
long hours to complete 
rounds. 

“But the positive 
response has been over¬ 
whelming, with many 
household even appear¬ 
ing to have stockpiled 
materials in anticipation 
of the new scheme begin¬ 
ning. 

“I believe that the new 
procedures will make us 
one of the top performing 
local authorities in Wales 
for recycling waste and 
diverting it away from 
being disposed of as 
landfill. 

Speaking at the launch 
of Towards Zero Waste, 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones, who is the AM for 
Bridgend, said: “We 
must all make changes. 
Adopting a more sustain¬ 
able approach to how we 
deal with our waste, will 
bring new investment 
and sustainable jobs to 
Wales.”

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FORTE’S SUPER-SPY SPOOF FAILS 
TO STRIKE THE FUNNY BONE... 


T HE American 
comedy insti¬ 
tution 

Saturday Night Live 
has proved to be 
both a fertile breed¬ 
ing ground for gen¬ 
erations of comedi¬ 
ans, yet has also 
helped produce 
those who haven’t 
exactly set the 
world alight. 

While esteemed alum¬ 
ni include Bill Murray, 
Eddie Murphy, Adam 
Sandler and Will Ferrell, 
there have also been the 
likes of Molly Shannon, 
Chris Katan and Cheri 
Oteri, whose work out¬ 
side ...Live has lacked 
the impact they’ve 
enjoyed in their day job. 

The latest cast mem¬ 
ber to try his luck on the 
big screen is Will Forte, 
whose character, 
MacGruber (based on 
80s television show 
MacGyver ), makes the 
transition from sketch to 
feature length film. 

When his nemesis, 
Dieter Von Cunth (Val 
Kilmer), takes control of 
a nuclear weapon intent 
on blowing up America, 
only MacGruber can 
save the day. Teaming 
up with Ft Dixon Piper 
(Ryan Phillippe) and 
Vicki St Elmo (Kristen 
Wiig), will MacGruber, 
and his ability to con¬ 
struct weapons out of the 
most basic of items, be 
able to stop Cunth in 


time... 

When I went to 
America way back in 
1992, MacGyver seemed 
to be on constant rota¬ 
tion across the channels, 
the super-spy capable of 
using his scientific back¬ 
ground to get his way 
out of any situation, 
coming across as a pecu¬ 
liar mix of The A-Team 
and Blue Peter. 

Obviously striking a 
comic chord with Will 
Forte and the character’s 
creator, Jorma Taccone, 
the character of 
MacGruber has been a 
hit on Saturday Night 
Live in sketch form - but 
as for a feature length 
film, well, sadly, it fails 
to hit the same heights. 

The film suffers from 
its transition process, 
unable to sustain itself 
over the admittedly 
slight 90-minute running 
time, but is also far too 
reliant on crude humour 
and not enough on 
spoofing the intended 
target. 

This isn’t overly sur¬ 
prising, given that 
Saturday Night Live 
spin-offs either tend to 
soar ( Wayne’s World, 

The Blues Brothers ) or 
sink (A Night At The 
Roxbury, Superstar ). 
What is frustrating about 
MacGruber is that there 
are some decent enough 
touches that could have 
resulted in a far better 
end-product. Instead, in 
lieu of actual humour, 
there are just profanities, 


toilet jokes and lame 
attempts at humour that 
are far more miss than 
hit. 

Coming from the 
mind of Jorma Taccone, 
who also directs the 
film, and also co-writes 
with Will Forte and John 
Solomon, the character 
is very funny in small 
doses, but ramped up for 
an hour-and-a-half does¬ 
n’t work. 

Taccone has built up a 
reputation for his work 
on both Saturday Night 
Live and with comedy 
band The Fonely Island, 
yet this is a misstep for 
him, the film lacking the 
invention and wit of his 
other work. 

His direction is 
steeped in the action 
films of the 1980s, all 
slow motion explosions 
and hairspray, but feels 
lifeless and lacking in 
any real stylistic, or 
comedic, flair. 

While Taccone takes 
great delight in the 
cheesy-blockbuster-ness 
of it all, there isn’t the 
scope nor the budget on 
offer to truly lampoon 
the genre. 

In the title role, Will 
Forte shows very little 
charisma or comedic 
skill, and does more 
mugging than actual act¬ 
ing. 

Seeing as Forte’s pre¬ 
vious forays on the big 
screen in the likes of The 
Brothers Solomon have 
similarly failed to yield 
much in the way of posi-

tive feedback, it seems 
the actor may well be 
consigned to the smaller 
screen, as nothing he 
offers here either marks 
him out for any great 
reverence. In fact, you 
could say that comic act¬ 
ing is not his Forte (a 
line, by the way, that 
outstrips 90 per cent of 
those in the film). 

Given the casting of 
‘proper’ actors around 
him, no doubt to try to 
give the film a solid 
foundation, you would 
expect more from them, 
but they are dragged 
down to Forte’s level, 
struggling for life under 
the constant bombard¬ 
ment of low-grade 
humour. 

Ryan Phillippe may 
have undergone some¬ 
what of a career rebirth, 
but here he’s lucky to 


come out relatively 
unscathed. 

He shows little ability 
for comedy, and it comes 
to something when the 
funniest thing he can do 
is place a stick of celery 
between his buttocks for 
a lazy, and very cheap, 
laugh. 

Val Kilmer is in a 
similar position to 
Phillippe, and he too 
only just comes out 
unscathed mainly due to 
a lack of screen time. 

While his character’s 
name is a one-note joke 
that quickly falls flat, 
Kilmer, who is more 
than capable of comedy 
(just search out Top 
Secret! for evidence of 
that), isn’t given any 
funny lines nor any 
humorous motivations; 
his villain is dull and 
lifeless, and Kilmer’s 
performance embraces 
that. 

In a film full of woe¬ 
ful and dull turns, it is 
Kristen Wiig who comes 
out with the most credit, 
despite firing on about 
20 per cent capability. 

Wiig is a hugely gift¬ 
ed comedic performer, 
the likes of Whip It and 
Adventureland attesting 
to that, and while she is 
anything but sensational 
here, she stands out from 
the crowd due to her nat¬ 
uralistic comedy and 
failure to drain of every 
drop of the laugh. 

Hardly exemplary, 
but Wiig’s turn is by far 
the most impressive 


thing in the film. 

Despite the reliance 
on such low-brow 
humour, there are few 
gags that manage to hit 
home, albeit smothered 
by those that fail to hit 
their target. 

MacGruber’s propen¬ 
sity for taking his car 
stereo with him wherev¬ 
er he goes and a love- 
making scene that thor¬ 
oughly skewers the 
genre convention are the 
most memorable, but in 
the main it is a film that 
lacks comedic convic¬ 
tion. 

With a target that ran 
out of pop culture rele¬ 
vance nearly 20 years 
ago, and a lack of quali¬ 
ty on show, MacGruber 
is another disappointing 
offshoot from Saturday 
Night Live. 

VERDICT-A film 
that struggles to earn 
laughs, MacGruber 
shows it hasn’t the legs 
or sustainability to go 
from TV sketch to fea¬ 
ture film. A script that is 
lacking in invention, and 
an overreliance on 
puerile humour, means 
there is little to tickle the 
funny bone here. 

While MacGyver 
could construct a 
weapon from a Swiss 
army knife and duct 
tape, not even the most 
skilled of filmmakers 
could construct a worth¬ 
while film from this 
weak script and the poor 
performances. Poor.

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As the dragon licks its wounds... 

CAN A BATTERED 
WALES RECOVER 
IN TIME TO TURN 
THE BLACK TIDE? 

I BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John I 




F OR 15 exhilarating 
minutes, Welsh fans 
glued to their TV 
sets early on Saturday 
morning, viewed amazing 
scenes being beamed 
from New Zealand, as 
Warren Gatland’s 
tourists, minus several 
key players, tore into 
Graham Henry’s visibly 
taken-aback All Blacks, 
snatching a quick-fire six- 
point lead through a 
Stephen Jones drop goal 
and a long-range penalty 
by Leigh Halfpenny. 

Just as they had done two 
weeks previously against 
South Africa at the 
Millennium Stadium, Wales 
had come roaring out of the 
starting blocks from the off, 
again intent on putting to 
bed once and for all, their 
unwelcome reputation as 
slow Test starters. 

Once again, they were 
determined to disprove a 
deep-rooted perception that 
Welsh teams are psycholog¬ 
ically in thrall to feared 
southern hemisphere oppo¬ 
nents who had built up a 
seemingly invincible domi¬ 
nance stretching back an 
incredible 57 years, with 22 
wins out of 25 meetings 
between the two sides. 

Wales have triumphed 
only three times in the dis¬ 
tant past: in 1905 it was 3- 
0; in 1935 it was 13-12; in 
1953 13-8. 

After that, it has been a 
long, depressing cycle of 
heavy defeats interspersed 
with the occasional tighter 
result, such as 19-12 last 
November in Cardiff. 

In Wales’ Grand Slam 
year 2008, the score was 29- 
9; while in the other Grand 
Slam year (2005) it was 41- 
3 - so the omens were not 
good for the current deplet¬ 
ed team’s chances. 

This time, though, ex-All 
Black hooker Gatland was 
insistent that his gifted, 
though very unpredictable 
young squad, still had the 
big guns in their arsenal to 
cause a major upset in the 
final match to be played at 
the famous Carisbrook 
fortress, before it makes 
way for a new stadium 
being built further down

the road in Dunedin for 
next year’s Rugby World 
Cup. 

And so it seemed for the 
first quarter of an hour, as 
the Welsh underdogs 
matched their vaunted 
opponents man-for-man, 
with the scrum and the 
hitherto problem lineout 
operating smoothly, and 
providing plenty of posses¬ 
sion and territory for the 
tourists. 

In fact, this unexpected 
parity continued through¬ 
out the first half as the 
Welsh players showed com¬ 
mendable energy and 
appetite for the huge physi¬ 
cal challenge they faced 
against one of the two top 
teams in the world. 

At the interval, the 
strangely misfiring All 
Blacks were just six points 
ahead at 15-9, thanks to 
two break-out tries (with a 
conversion and penalty by 
man-of-the-match Dan 
Carter) that ominously 
stemmed from familiar 
Welsh handling errors. 

This indeed proved to be 
a bleak portent of things to 
come, for the second half 
was a totally different story, 
as the Carter-inspired 
Kiwis effortlessly stepped 
up several gears to over run 
mistake-prone Wales with 
27 unanswered points, 
including three more tries 
(two sublimely-taken by 
that man Carter, who also 


landed two conversions and 
two penalties). 

Once again, this frustrat¬ 
ing young Welsh team were 
partly the architects of their 
own downfall, faulty execu¬ 
tion proving costly at criti¬ 
cal junctures; and the lack 
of a totally ruthless edge 
was in stark contrast to far 
more streetwise opponents, 
who typically grabbed 
every scoring opportunity 
that came their way, even 
after a comfortable victory 
was assured. 

At the end, the scoreboard 
read 42-9, but the shell¬ 
shocked Welsh camp know 
it could have been far worse 
and that they have had only 
a week to prepare for the 
even greater effort that will 
be required to stem the 
remorseless Black tide in the 
second Test this Saturday. 

With further injuries 
adding to Welsh woes, 
Gatland has delayed naming 
his side until today 
(Thursday) though Scarlets’ 
Jonathan Davies was 
expected to slot in at centre, 
while Ospreys’ ambitious 
youngster Dan Biggar was 
hoping to take over from the 
injured Stephen Jones at 
outside half. 

Is Gatland musing over fur¬ 
ther changes to his battered 
troops? The answer will 
come later today when the 
starting line-up is 
announced. ^
